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It is also proper for me tostato that, m 
all my conversation with the President and 
ministers and men of influence, L advised 
that no troops should be sent to Texas, and 
no cruisers along the coast. I gave it as 
my decided opinion, that. the inevitable con- 
sequence of sending an armed foree to this 
country would be war. I stated that there 
was a sound and correct moral principle in 
the people of Texas, that was abundantly 
sufficient to restrain or put down all turbu- 
lent or seditions movements, but that this 
moral principle could not, and would not 
unite with any armed force sent against 
this country: on the contrary, it wouldre- 
sist and repel it, and ought to do so, This 
point presents another strong reason why 
the people of Texas should mect in gone- 
ral consultation. This country is now in 
anarchy, threatened with hostilities; armed 
vessels are capturing every thing they can 
catch on the coast, and acts of piracy are 
said to be committed under cover of the 
Mexican flag.

(Labahia). ‘They ontored the town about 
11L o'clock, P. M, on the 9th inst, marchéd 
into the fort, by brealting down, the door of 
the chureh whielrcomuuicnted with it, and 
after a short skirmish, in which one soldier 
was killed, and three wounded, the garrison 
surrendered. On the part of the colonists, 
one man was slizhtly wounded in the shoul- 
der. The ofticers were lientenant-colonel 
Sandoval, captain Savariogo, and ensign 
Garza, Who were put in charge of colonel 
Benjamin R. Milam, to be conducted to 
head-quarters nt Gonzales. In the fort 
were found stores to the amount of $10,000, 
and about three hundred stands of arms. 

There were in the vicinity, a considera- 
ble number of horses belonging to the mili- 
tary, which, atthe time the oxpress left, had 
not been taken possession of. 
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On account of the absence of so many 
„Of the citizens, a patrol was formed in this 
town on Sunday last, of which Stephen 
Miller was elected captain. We hope this 
arrangement, will secure our horses, ‘poultry 
yards, &c. from the midnight depredations 
of prowling intruders.

Comet.—On Sunday, the 11th inst. about 
7 o'clock, P. M. we discoveted a comet, ap- 
parently of considerable magnitude, in a 
northwestwardly direction, At the time we 
first saw it, its altitude Was about thirty-five 
degrees. Its motions appear to be rapid, 
but, for want of astronomical instriments, 
we have not been able to ascertain, with 
any degree of accufacy, either the direction 
it is travelling, on the rapidity of its flight. 
It is still visible,, and may be seen to the 
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invisible ‘oa decount.of the au. s. 
atmuspherd. . This is probably the one pre~ 
dicted by Dr, Halloy to make ita appearance 
this year, and approach very near the earth, 
It has been a matter of much speculation 
among astronomers, and of alarm among 
the ignorant, and superstitious, No doubt 
many will consider its appearance as omi- 
nous of some direful calamity with which 
the world is about to be’ scourged. We 
know not what are the superstitious notions 
of the Mexicans upon this subject, but we 
recollect that, at the time of the last great 
eclipse of the sun, we asked one who ap- 
peared tobe a man of some intelligence, 
what he thought of it. He answered that 
he considered it a harbinger of war, and he 
was apprehensive that this country would be 
inyolved in it, His prediction is verified, 
and he, no doubt, confirmed in his’ own su- 
perstition, 
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The report which has been putin circu- 
tion, that the northern Indians had manifest- 
eda hostile disposition towards the colonists, 
has proved to be a mere fabrication. It is, 
indeed, lamentable, that there are persons 
who, at a time like the present, will oceupy 
themselves in raising unfounded reports, for 
the mere gratification of witnessing the ef- 
fects they will produce. Numberless re- 
ports of a similar character bave.been got 
up within the last six months, which have 
tended greatly to prevent the harmony and 
concerted action which are now indispensa- 
ble to the well being of the country. This 
is atime so fraught with news that, we think, 
the greatest lovers of the marvellous might 
content themselves with relating simple 
facts. We know not where this report ori- 
ginated, nor the object of its fabricator in 
circulating it, but we consider it highly cen- 
surable, inasmeeh-as-it has produced con- 
siderable excitement and alarm among those 
who gave credence to it. The means, of 
disseminating correct information are limit- 
ed, and consequently, every thing calculated 
to cua unnessary alarm should be avoided.

EXPOSITION 
Of the Congress of the State of Coahuile ant 
` Texas, presented to the a Chambers 
of the Union, petitioning ‘that no, reforms 
be made in the federal Constitution, only in 
the manner therein prescribed. 
Sir,—Neither the course of preceding 
revolutions, nor the dearly bought lessons 
which ‘they have taught us, have been sufti- 
cient to restrain within proper limits’ the 
pretensions of the two parties, who, dissem- 
bling their real objects, have long contend- 
ed for, victory. Plans are formed, pro- 
nouncements and alarms are repeated, pro- 
claiming constitutional principles and the 


hd 


rights of the people; but it appears that _ 


these are invoked only to destroy them; for, 
unfortunately, the acts have_never corres- 
ponded with the profession, and consequent- 
ly, want of confidence, disunion, and a spi- 
rit of persecution and vengeance are our 
system of operation, because one pronounce- 
ment is not fairly organised, when symptoms 
of a new one appear. A year has not 
passed since the plan of Cuernavaca, excit- 
ing the fears of the timid, and the indivi- 
dual interest of those disaffected by the tom- 
pacts of Zavaleta, became general through- 
out the republic. This plan did not nc- 
knowledge the legitimacy’ of the general 
Congress, and most of the state legislatures 
were dissolved, under the pretext of their 
having passed laws upon religious-reforms, 
and others which were contrary to the fede- 
ral Constitution and those of the states. If 
this single cause produced a general and 
simultaneous movement throughout the re- 
public, what may be expected trom the vio- 
lent reforms which now occupy. the august 
Chambers. ; i 

The manner in which these reforms are 
to be effected has justly called the attention 
of this honorable legislature, as well on ac- 
count of the importance of the matter, as 
because they, representing a people who, 
glory in having at all’times sustained the 
principles of the Constitution inviolate, would 
fail in one of the most. sacred of their du- 
ties, should they neglect to manifest to that 
august Chamber their desires for their pre-

Connecta 
ed with a poworful and tlourishing republic, 
aml a considerable portion of its territory 
boing alvoady.inhnbited by thousands of men 
who cannot easily accommodate themselves 
to that versatility in the most important acts 
of the public administration, the reforms 
which arg contemplated would highly com- 
promit, not only the order and internal tran- 


quillity, but thé very integrity of the nation- 


al territory, To oftect these reforms, opin- 
ions have been expressed in that august 
body, so unreasonable as to suppose the 
present general Congress invested with the 
power of changing the Constitution at plen- 
cure. ft is not understood, sir, how a na- 
tional “représentation which owes its origin 
ty the existing fundamental compact, can 
have the right of reforming or changing it 
according to their caprices. On what prin- 
ciple of constitutional right can this power 
be predicated? What act of their organi- 
zation has conferred upon them so extraor- 
(inary a prerogative? Did not the electors 
from whom they received their appointment 
act in conformity with the same Constitu- 
tion? ‘Khen it is certain that the general 
Congress has not, nor can have, any other 
power than those defined in the 47th, 48th, 
49th and 50th articles of the federal Consti- 
tution, because it is also evident that the 
people, in constituting this Congress, were 


‘strictly governed by the same Constitution. - 


Therefore the State of Coahuila and Te- 
xas, legally represented by its legislature, 
protests in the most solemn manner, that 
having been reeeived into the confederation 
by virtue of the fundamental compact, and 
on the principles therein established, it does 
not, nor ever will acknowledge the acts 
emanating from the general Congress which 
are not m strict conformity with the express 
tenor of the above cited articles; nor will it 
admit other reforms of the Constitution, 
than those made in the manner therein pre- 
seribed: on the contrary, it will view as an 
attempeagainst its sovereignty, every mea- 
sure in opposition to these legal dispositions. 
A fatality ever to be lamented, has caused 
us to attempt the remedy of one evil by 
another. While in the south there appears 


_ a revolutionary spark, the chambers oť the 


union are warmly engaged in the discussion 
of qnestions of reform, which have engross- 
ed the attention of all: certain laws have 
been repealed, and others have been passed, 
giving such a preponderance to the privi- 
leged classes, that they, to continue these 
abuses, are constantly engaged in exciting 
disturbances. The civic militia is reduced 
throughout the republic; or, rather, the on- 
ly bulwark:-of liberty, and of the rights of 
the community, is destroyed. The general 
government which ought to turn its atten- 
tion to the revolutions of the -south, is 
preparing an expedition against a pacific 
state, as is that of Zacatecas, which has so 
iong been the glory of the nation, checking 
arbitrary measures and,abuses of power. 
The commandant general of the eastern in- 
ternal states, interfering, in the most scan- 
dalous manner, with the internal adminis- 
tration of the state of Coahuila and Texas, 
and even issuing orders that certain laws 


which havebeey paes 
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shhil not bo complied with, is making ar-| b 


rahgements to move the presidiul troops 
ftdm the frontior posts where they.aro sta- 
tioned, und-where they are so necessnry on 
account of the savage Indians, und is bring- 
ing them upon this capital, doubtless to put 
down the supreme authorities, or to nceom- 
plish some nefarious object. Tho general 
government which has been applied to, to 
check thése advances of military power, 
preserves a profound silence upon the sub- 
Ject, so that every thing indicates the dan- 
gerous course we are pursuing, and in 
which reflection, prudence and wisdom alone 
can prevent us from being involyed_in the 
disasters of a civil war, the consequences 
of which will be much more serious than 
those which have preceded. | 

This cannot be concealed from the wis- 
dom and penetration of the supreme gene- 
ral Congress, and we hope that body will 
be able to adopt some opportune and effi- 
cacious measitres, with which object this 
legislature has the honor to address that 
august chamber,

GENTLEMAN,—On this day the volunteer 
Yroops of Texas will take up the line of 
march for Bejar. The whole number of 
the force does not excced three hundred 
men. We have hopes to be joined bya 
part of the detachment at Goliad, as an ex- 
press has been sent to them to join us on 
the road. But some casualty may prevent 
this, as captain Collinsworth has been or- 
dered not to abandon the fort at that place. 

I have, therefore, to request that you 
will use every exertion to press on volun- 
teers, who may come up with us in time to 
give us important, -perhaps indispensable, 
aid in the attack of San Antonio. 

Fail not to use every possible exertion in 
this respect, I beseech you. If there is 
any intelligence of troops coming on from 
Nacogdoches, let an express be despatched 
to them immediately, begging them to hur- 
ry on by forced marches to join us, and not 
to stay for the Tenoxtitlan cannon, or for 
any thing.. Let me request you further 
to send on, without delay, wagons, with 
what ammunitions you can procure for 
cannon and smali arms—powder, lead, 
&c, also provisions, meal, beans, sugar and 
coffee, and’ whatever else you may judge 
necessary: for. the troops. `

taken by captain “Collinsworth on the 8th 
inst. with a force of fifty men. | 

Captains Smith and Alley marched from 
here previous to my arrival, with about one 
hundred and ten men,, for Victoria, which,

- As it is impossible for us to act with any 
degree of concert or effect, without a pre- 
vious understanding of each other’s senti- 
ment and resolves, we conceive it to be a 
duty we owe as well to ourselves as to you, 
to apprise you of our opinions, with respect 
to the leading measures of the day, and of 
the part we have determined to take in the 
present momentous crisis) We come be- 
fore you, fellow citizens, in the unaffected 
garb of brothers and patriots; not to hurl 
the gauntlet of defiance at those who may 
conscientiously differ with us in opinion, but 
to placc our own free convictions in bold re- 
lief before the eyes of our countrymen, and 
assure them that they may implicitly rely 
upon us in casc of need; not to ring the 
alarm of war, war, when there is no war, - 
but simply to let know that we are acquaint- 
ed with our rights, and that, when they are 
invaded, we dare maintain them. That 
war is now inevitable, we can no longer 
doubt. We devoutly believe that the time 
has arrived when every true citizen should 
step forth with his rifle, and boldly show 
his ‘determination to stand by his country. 
Anxiously’ as we desire the blessings of 
peace, deeply as we deplore the evils of 
war, yet, if the storm must come, we are 
ready to meet it, and let it come. Already 
has its muttering thunder been heard upon 
our western frontier. The slumbering ener- 
gics of the people have been aroused to ac- 
tion. Our roads are thronged with patriots, 
hurrying on to join the standard of liberty, 
and their only war cry now is, “my country, 
right or wrong.” 

In this most alarming emergency, our 

principal safety lies in concert and mutual 
confidence. In order, therefore, that we, at 
least, of this municipality, may not be mis- 
understood, we will declare our decided con- 
victions in relation to the leading measures 
which have been agitating Texas. 
° We have always disapproved the. late 
sale of public land, because it was adverse 
to the true interest of this province, and to 
the spirit of the colonization laws; and 
more particularly, because it was robbing 
Texas of a valuable portion of her public 
domain, at a time when she was suing to 
become a state, and as*such, would be in 
absolute need of it. 

On the other hand, we have never been 
willing to surrender those of our fellow citi- 
zens who were demanded by gerieral Cos, 
because we cannot recognize the right to 
use martial law in civil concerns, and be- 
cause, if they are guilty, they have injured 
ourselves more than the general govern- 
ment, and, if tried at all, should be tried by 
an impartial jury of their own countrymen. 

We declare ourselves avowed enemies of 
centralism.

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CIRCULAR. 
From the Genaal Council of Texas, to the 
inhabitants of Texas resulting cast of the 

Guadalupe. 

FELLOW-CITIZENS,—The hour has come 
when your country requires the services of 
every man in it. Information, received 
through an unquestionable channel early 
yesteiday, leaves not the least doubt-of the 
movement of a very considerable force on 
this place from the south, and we are in- 
formed this morning by an arrival from Be- 
jar, of the intention of the commander of 
that post, to send a large detachment thence 
against this place. Four hundred men were 
expected to arrive in Bejar, when our in- 
formant left there, in two or three days. 
Cos’s whole force in Texas, including those 
now approaching from the south, is said to 
be seventeen hundred men. We can only 
muster fifty men strong at this point. Ow 
men have been on incessant fatigue from the 
hour we entered this foit to the present mo- 
ment, in mounting guard, repairing arms, 
making cartridges, putting the works in a 
defensible condition; mounting artillery, pa- 
trolling, scouring the country, and putting a 
detachment in motion to give confidence 
mound us. If attacked by the foree we 
are now threatened with, aided, as we have 
1eason to believe, by heavy artillery, to open 
breaches inthe walls of the fort, less than 200 
men can hardly hope to make a successful, 
defence. Let alt, therefore, who love their 
country, all who value their homes, now ral- 
ly and unite: let them repair to the post of
